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DETAILED ACTION / ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of tine after-final amendment filed by the applicant on 
8/18/2004. in which the applicant proposed to (1 ) amend independent Claim 1 , and 
(2) add Claims 9-18. However, this amendment has not been entered because it 
raises new issues that would require further searching and consideration on the part 
of the examiner, and it presents additional claims (i.e.. Claims 9 - 18) without 
canceling the corresponding number of finally rejected claims. For example, the 
applicant proposes to amend independent Claim 1 to require that the colored 
composition comprise a pigment (i.e., as opposed to the previously required 
"coloring material") and an organic solvent. These limitations were not previously 
present in the claims of the instant application and therefore would require further 
searching and consideration. Additionally, the newly added subject matter of Claims 
9-18 (e.g., regarding the amount of pigment added, the particle diameter of the 
pigment, the type and amount of solvent utilized, the viscosity of the composition, 
and the use of an ink-jet receiving layer) would require further searching and 
consideration on the part of the examiner. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 8/18/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Specifically, the applicant's arguments are substantively drawn to the 
claims as proposed by the applicant in the amendment filed on 8/18/2004. However, 
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this amendment has not been entered for the reasons set forth above in paragraph 
1. and therefore, the applicant's associated arguments are not convincing.
